SENATE. 
Sackambxto, January 6, 1880. 
The Senate met pursuant to adjournment at 12 
m., Lieutenant-Governor Johnson in the chair. 
Roll called, aud all the members present except 
Mr. Desty. 
Minutes of yesterday read and approved. 
Mr. J ounson—I move that the Senate do now 
proceed to the election of its officers in the order 
laid down iu the Political Code. 
Mr. Dickinson—I second the motion. 
The motion prevailed. 
The Likutknant Govkrnor—The first busiuess in 
order under this rule will be the election of a 
PRESIDENT PRO TKM. 
Mr. Sears—Mr. President, I rise for the purpose 
of placing in nomination Senator George F. Baker, 
of Santa Clara, for that office. Our time is too 
precious to make any extended remarks, and 1 will 
simply say that we will wait and take his acts 
rather than the promises of his friends. He is a 
young lawyer of fine attainments aqd g<>od execu­ 
tive ability, and if elected as President pro tem. of 
this Senate I am satisfied that he will, in presiding 
over the Senate, deal impartially with all Seuators 
rather than be governed by i>artisan motives. 
Mr. Sattkrwuitk—Mr. President, I place in nom­ 
ination for the position of President pro tem of this 
body the Hon. Warren Chase, of the Third District. 
In point of expe ience and public service that Sen 
ator has the advantage of any Senator upon this 
floor. He, sir, was 67 years of age upon the day 
when this Legislature convened. Nor is it the first 
time that he has appeared in a body like this. In 
1850 and 1851 he was in the Senate of the State of 
Wisconsin. After that he was a member of two 
Constitutional Conventions of the same State, and 
if elected to d scharge the duties of President pro 
tem. of this body 1 am satisfied, sir, he will do so to 
the satisfaction of all. 
There being no other nominations the roll was 
called, with the following result: 
For George F. Baker- Senators Burt, Brown, Car- 
lock, Cheney, Davis, Dickinson, George, Hill, Hit* 
tell, Hudson, Johnson, Johnston, Lampton, Neu­ 
mann, Nye, Pardee, Rowell, Sears, Traylor, Watson 
Wendell and Zuck—22. 
For Warren Chase-*-Senators Andersen, Conger, 
Enos, Glascock, Gorman, Harlan, Kane, Kelly, 
Langford, Moreland, Nelson, Pool, Ryan, Satter 
while and West—15. 
Senator Baker voted for Senator Sears, aud Sen­ 
ator Chase for Senator Satterwhite. 
George F. Baker was declared duly elected Presi­ 
dent pro tem. 
The L ie u t e n a n t-G o v e r n o r—'The next business in 
order will be the election of a 
secretary. 
Mr. Davis—I believe it is conceded that the duties 
of the Secretary of this Senate are most exacting 
aud arduous. At this present session of the Senate 
all will concede that they will be inore so than ever. 
The dominant party of this body, in making a selec­ 
tion for that office, have had these considerations in 
view and have been animated by the purpose of 
placing in nomination only a person who is emi­ 
nently qualified for that position. I take pleasure 
in nominating Marcus D. Boruck, of San Francisco, 
for Secretary of the Senate. 
Mr.qEsos—I rise to place in nomination for Secre­ 
tary of tbe Senate, Samuel Carusi, of San Francisco, 
who is every way competent to perform the arduous 
duties of Secretary of the Senate. He has had ex­ 
perience and is qualified, and as such I commend 
him as a suitable person for Seeretarvof the Senate. 
The roll was called and M. D. Boruck received 23 
votes and Samuel Carusi 16 votes. Mr. Boruck was 
declared duly elected. 
THE OTHER OFFICERS. 
Mr. Baker—I place in nomination for First As­ 
sistant Secretary J. R. Brierly, of Los Angeles. 
Mr. C h e n e y — I desire to place iu nomination Jar, 
A. Orr. 
Mr. E n o s— I move that we vote for both at once. 
Tbe Likctknant-Govbrnor—If there be no objec­ 
tion that will be taken as the aense of the Senate 
and we will vote that way. 1 hear no objection. 
Mr. Moreland—1 place in nomination for Assist­ 
ant Secretary Joseph Hotchkiss, of Sonoma county. 
He is,a young man thoroughly qualified for the po­ 
sition. 
Mr. Cuasb—I place in nomination the name of 
Henry Carnes, of Santa Barbara. Mr. Carnes is a 
mail of experience and ability and a man deserving, 
if any man is deserving, of something, at least from 
the Republican party. Mr. Carnes is a faithful and 
efficient man in every place. He is deserving and 
needy and I trust that some consideration will be 
given to our section of the State and district. 
Mr. D a m s - One of the Senators iu making h¡9 
nomination designated his candidate as First Assist­ 
ant Secretary. We are liable to fnli into some con­ 
fusion. 
Tbe L ie u t e n a n t-Go v e r n o r —They are both equal. 
When the Secretary calls the roll the Senators will 
announce the two |>artieH for whom they vote for 
Assistant Secretaries of the Senate. 
The roll was called, with the following result : 
Brierly, 25 ; Orr 26 ; • Hotchkiss, 13 ; Carnes, 15. 
Messrs. Brierly and Orr were declared duly 
elected. 
The Lieutenant-Governor—With the consent of 
the Senate, at the request of the Secretary. I will 
swear in Mr. Boruck, whom you have elected, and 
let him assume the duties of his office at once, it 
will relieve Secretary Shoemaker, who is not able 
to read this morning. If there be no objection 1 
will administer the oath to Mr. Boruck. 
Mr. Boruck came forward, was sworn in, aiul at 
once assumed the duties of his office. 
SENATOR DESTY. 
Mr. Enos—If there he no objection I have a com­ 
munication that I desire to have read. It is of im­ 
portance to the Senate and I desire to have it lead. 
The secretary read the following dispatch: 
N ew York, January 5 ,18S0. 
To the President of the Senate : Unavoidably de­ 
tained. Will appear and present credentials soon 
us possible. 
ROBT. DESTY, Joint Senator. 
Secretary Boruck stated that there was also on his 
desk a communication from Mr. Desty, directed to 
the Secretary of the Senate to the same effect. 
Mr. E nos— I move that it be referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Elections when appointed. 
The Lieutenant-Governor— If there be no objec­ 
tion the papers will take that course. The next 
bu iness in order is tbe election of a Sergeant-at- 
Arins. 
Mr. H il l —I rise to place in nomination Andrew 
Wasson, of Monterey county, fqr the position of 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate. Without taking 
up the time of the Senate with any eulogistic re­ 
marks with regard to this gentleman, I will say that 
lie is in every respect qualified for the position of 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the ¡senate. 
M r.CoNOEK-Ipl.ee in nomination Philip Open- 
heimer, a young man raised in Sacramento and no a* 
residing in San Francisco. He is in every way 
qualified to fill the position. At this time I will not 
make any speech upon the subject, but. leave it to 
the Senate. 
On a call of the roll Mr. Wasson received 23 votes 
and Mr. Opcnheimer 16 votes, aud the former was 
declared elected. 
The Lieutenant-Governor—The next order of 
business is the election of an Assistant Sergeant- 
at-Arms. 
Mr. Pardee -I rise, sir, to place in nomination 
the name of a gentleman from Sierracounty, Griffith 
Meredith, lie has been long identified with a |>osi- 
tion similar to the one lie now aspires to, and if 
elected I am satisfied that he will give satisfaction 
to every member of this Senate. 
Mr. Gorman—I will place in nomination Thomas 
Terry, for the position of Assistant Sergeant-at- 
Arms. 
On a call of the roll Mr. Meredith received 23 votes 
and Mr. Terry 16 votes. The former was declared 
elected. 
ASSEMBLY MESSAGE. 
A message was received from the Assembly in­ 
forming the Senate that the Assembly had completed 
its organization by the election of all its officers, a 
list of which was given, and that it awaited tbe 
pleasure of the Senate for legislative business. 
Mr. W e n d e l l— I rise for the purpose of placing in 
nomination for the position of Minute Clerk Walter 
R. Lambert, of Solano County. 
The roll was called and Mr. Lambert received 27 
votes, two being cast for Mr. McStay. The former 
was declared elected. 
Mr. Burt—I desire to place in nomination for 
Journal Clerk the name of Charles H. Graham, of 
Placer County. 
Mr. C o n g e r— I nominate A. M. Stone, of San 
Francisco. 
Mr. Graham received 24 votes and Mr. Stone 15, 
the former being declared elected. 
Mr. W atso n— 1 desire to place in nomination for 
the office of Enrolling Clerk E. A. Roberts, of Ne­ 
vada. 
Mr. Roberts received 28 and all the votes cast, and 
w as declared elected. 
The Assistant Secretaries, Messrs. Brierly and 
Orr, were then called to the desk and sworn in by 
the Lieutenant-Governor. 
Mr. J o h n sto n— 1 rise to place in nomination for 
the position of Engrossing Clerk E. E. Ames, of 
Sacramento, an old and respected citizen of Sacra­ 
mento, who will perform the duties of the p*sition 
correctly. 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 
Mr. E nos—I have the pleasure and the honor to 
rise to present the name of Mrs. E. F. Ives as En­ 
grossing Clerk of this Senate. She lias all the quul- 
ificatious necessary to perform the duties of that 
position. She has been Engrossing Clerk for two 
years in the btate of Iowa, aud ehe comes 
recommended as competent to discharge the duties 
which this position dem ind9. I hold in my hand 
testimonials in behalf of Mrs. Ives, and I will read 
one or two brief extracta tak n from the report of 
the committee at the close of the session iu the 
years 1874-5: “ Mrs. E. F. Ives waited patientiv 
through the long reign of the ‘ two fifties ’ for the 
position which sne, as Engrossing Clerk of the Iowa 
House of Representatives, obtained as soon as tbe 
House was organized. 8he is a native of New York, 
and was early leit to her own guidance and supjiort.’ 
Teaching was her resort till her marriage and settle­ 
ment in Iowa, where, in connection with farming, 
she has kept up literary pursui a as correspondent 
anti editor, and particularly during the occupancy 
of the office of County Superintendent of Schools, 
was active in the educational field, hhe has been 
one of the Directors ot tbe State Horticultural So­ 
ciety two years, and has just been re elected, fehe has 
taught, in all, thirty-three tend! of tchool.” I bold 
also, a testimonial from e -Governor C. C. Carpen­ 
ter, of Iowa. I therefore feel warranted in com­ 
mending this lady to the favorable consideration of 
this Senate for the position of Engrossing Clerk. 
The new Constitution has provided for and encour­ 
aged and opened wide all the avenues of professions 
and callings to the ladies, and I think the Senate »f 
the ¿state of California should c minei.ee by inau­ 
gurating a system of liberality by giving to this lady 
this position. I trust that she will receive at your 
hands favorable consideration. 
Mr. West—For the fir¿t time I have learned that 
Mrs. Ives is present. I had the pleasure of her ac 
quainUi.ce in the SUte of Iowa. I know something 
of her, ai d I know she is well-known there to le a 
very estimable lady, and cue who possessed the en­ 
tire confidence of the best men of the Sute. I do 


hope that Mrs |I ves* claims w ill be considered, end 
tba* *he will be elected to the position to which she 
aspires. 
m e roll was called, and Mr. Ames received 21 
votes and Mrs. Ives 18 votes. The former was de­ 
clared elected. 
Mr. Ames and all the other officers of the Senate 
were the nominees of the Republican caucus. 
Mr. 1 iCKiNsox—I desire to place in nomination 
for the position of Postmaster of the Senate Wm. 
A. Crawfora, a young gentleman w'ell-known to 
many members of the Senate. It is not necessary 
to say anything further in regard to him. 
Mr. Crawford received all the votes cost—32—aud 
was declared elected. 
Mr. B r o w n—I move that the Secretary forward a 
communication notifying the House of our organ­ 
ization. 
The Lieutenant-Governor—I am informed that 
the House has adjourned until 2 o’clock. 
Mr. Enos—I desire to offer a resolution. 
Mr. J o h n so n —The first busiiies9 in order is the 
«wearing in of these officers, commencing with the 
President pro tem. I therefore object to the con­ 
sideration of the resolution at this time. 
The I.ikutkkant-Qovbrnor—It may relate to the 
same thing. 
The Secietary read the resolution 
Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate be di­ 
rected to inform the Assembly that the Senate is 
now organized and ready to proceed to business with 
the following officers : President pro tem., George 
F. B aker; Secretary, M. D . Boruck; Assistant Sec­ 
retaries, J. R. Brierly and James A. Orr ; Sergeant- 
at-Arms, A. W ason; Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms, 
G. Meredith ; Minute Clerk, Walter R. Lam bert; 
Journal Clerk, Charles H. Graham ; Enrolling Clerk, 
E. A. Roberts ; Engrossing Clerk, E. E. Ames; Mail 
Carrier, Wm. A. C awford. 
Mr. J o h n so n —The resolution is out of order, be­ 
cause they are not sworn in yet. 
The L ie u t e n a n t-G o v e r n o r— We will swear in the 
officers and them take up the resolution. 
The officers-eleet then came forward and were 
sworn in bv Lieutenant-Governor Johnson. 
The resolution offered by Senator Enos was then 
taken up and adopted.

The L ie u t e n a n t-G o v e r n o r— If there be no ob­ 
jection it will lay on the table to be called up at any 
time. 
Mr. D a v is offered the following joint resolution : 
Resolved, by the Senate, the Assembly concurring, 
That the two bodies meet in' joint convention on 
Wednesday, January 7th, at 12 o’clock, noon, for the 
purpose of canvassing the vote and declaring the 
result of the election for Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor. 
The Lieutenant Governor—I will state that we 
will have to announce ourselves as organized to the 
Assembly before we can pass a concurrent resolu­ 
tion. If there b^ no objection the resolution will 
lay on the table for the present. 
Mr. P a r d e e offered the following concurrent res­ 
olution : 
Resolved, by the Senate, the Assembly concurring, 
That a joint committee of six, three from the Senate 
and three from the Assembly, be appointed to no- 
ti y the Governor that the Legislature is now organ­ 
ized and ready to receive any communication he 
may wish to make it. 
The resolution took tbe same course. 
Mr. J ohnston offered the following joint reso­ 
lution : 
Resolved by the Senate, the Assembly concur­ 
ring, That a committee consisting of three members 
of the Senate and three members of the Assembly 
be appointed to confer with the Governor and Lieu­ 
tenant-Governor elect, as to what time the inaugu­ 
ration ceremonies shall take place, and that said 
committee have full power iu the matter. 
The resolution took the same course. 
By Mr. Esos—Resolved, That the Secretary of 
State be and he is hereby requested to place upon 
the desk of each Senator a copy of the codes and 
amendments and statutes. 
Mr. S a t t b r w h it b—That resolution pci haps had 
better be amended so as to read Hittell’s Codes and 
Statutes. Two y*ari ago a similar resolution was 
adopted, and the Secretary of State sent word that 
he did not have a sufficient number to furnish tho 
Senate! The Senate at that time adopted a resolu­ 
tion that ho purchase a sufficient number of Hit- 
tell’s Codes and Statutes. I move to amend the 
resolution by inserting the word “ Hittell’s.” 
Mr. Enos— I accept the amendment. 
Mr. B a k e r— 1 would like to inquire whether the 
same copies can be used by us or not, or whether 
this involves the purchase of forty new copies. 
Mr. S a t t e r w h it e— I have on my de k the same 
copies that I used two years ago, and I am informed 
by Secretary Beck that he has about two-thirds of 
the number that were used two years ago. About 
one-third of the members took them home, and it 
will be necessary to purchase a few copies—perhaps 
ten or twelve. 
Mr. B a k e r —Then, Mr. President, I am opposed 
to this resolution, because they would be of service 
only for a short time, and if it involves the purchase 
of only fifteen new statutes I think it is unneces­ 
sary. A number of the members of this body are 
law ;en who probably have copies. If the resolu­ 
tion conld be amended so as to request the Secre­ 
tary of State to furnish the copies that he has, I 
could support it. 1 move that the Secretary of 
state be requested to furnish the copies he has in 
his possession. 
The amendment was accepted and the resolution 
adopted. 
By Mr. CfiENBT—-Resolved, That P. A. Bell be, 
and hereby is, ap|K»iuted watchman, to have charge 
of the gallery, at a per diem to be hereafter fixed, 
payable out »f the appropriation for the contin­ 
gent expenses of the Senate. 
Tho «i buten ant-Govkknor—The Chair thinks the 
resolution is out of order, for two reasons : first, it 
involves an appropriation of mo ey for his pay ; 
and second, that under the rules that appointment 
belongs to the presiding officer. 
Mr. Johnson—I respectfully appeal from the de­ 
cision of the Chair. 1 know of no law, 1 know of no 
rule, 1 know of no provision by which that resolu­ 
tion is out of ord- r. The Senate of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, under the Constitution of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, may choose its own officers and fix their |«»y. 
It has been d- ne at every session of the Senate. It 
was done at the last session of the Senate by resolu­ 
tion.The L ie u t e n a n t-G o v e r n o r— I believe, if tbe gen­ 
tleman will permit me, that the President of the 
Senate now appoints the Porters. 
Mr. J ohnson—This is not a Porter. If I under­ 
stand the resolu ion calls for a watchman of the gal­ 
lery. The Lieutenant-Governor appoints the Pages 
and Porters by courtesy (£ the Senate. If this S li­ 
sts stood upon its constitutional privileges it could 
elect them all, and it is simply a courtesy that the 
Senate extends to him. It is for tbe Senate to say 
if they wish to have a watchman iu the gallery. 
* 
The L ie u t e n a n t G o v e r n o r—The Chair will state 
that there is no courtesy about this. The Rower is 
\ ested in the President of the Senate by an Act of 
the Legislature, passed by both houses and signed 
bv the Governor, but it makes no difference. 1 will 
put the motion and save the time of discussing it. 
Mr. Enos—I move that $4 be inserted as the com 
pensation per day. 
Mr. J cunson—Í will state, if the gentleman will 
pardon me, that the m atter of compensation, as I 
am informed, a as left blank because it was under­ 
stood that the Committee on Contingent Expenses 
would report as to the compensation of all these 
minor officers, and then the matter could be done all 
at once. While I am perfectly willing to vote for 
the motion of the Senator if he de ires it, I uish 
to state the re son why the compensation was left 
blank, as I am informed'. 
Mr. E n o s—The object of my amendment was that 
we might have to de|*end upon no circumstances or 
contingencies hereafter, and I insist on my amend­ 
ment. 
Mr. C h e n e y I accept the amendment. 
Mr. Satterwhite — ihc Chair appoints three por­ 
ters and three pages by law. Now, I move to 
amend that resolution by inserting before tho word 
*• watchman” the word “ night,” so as to read 
“ night watchman,” because the porters during the 
day can take care of the chamber. The Senate 
adopted last session the following resolution: 
“ Resolved, That the Senate appoint a night watch­ 
man,” etc. I move that amendment 
Mr. Chenb —I understand that at the last session 
a watchman for tho gallery was found to he abso­ 
lutely necessary after trying to get along without 
him, and that a night watchman was also found to 
be necessary. I cannot, therefore, accept the 
amendment. 
Mr. S e a r s—The question has been raised whether 
we are not infringing on the right of the presiding 
officer, and not desiring to infringe upon thos* pre­ 
rogatives, I move that this m atter be laid over un­ 
til it can be fully understood. 
So ordered. 
By Mr. Brown—Resolved, That the Sergeant-at- 
Arms be empowered to appoint two Gatekeepers, 
one for each side of the henate Chamber, at a per 
diem hereafter to be fixed by the Senate. 
The L ie u t b n a n t-G o v b r n o r—The Chair desires to 
state that I consider these officers named in the res­ 
olution as two of the Porters. Of course if it is any 
other officer than one of the Porters it is not an offi­ 
cer known to the law. This Senate has no more 
power to elect an officer not provided for by law 
than it has to elect a President it the United States, 
and it cannot pay for any officer that it is not au­ 
thorized to elect by law. 
By Mr. Ex08—Resolved, That the Secretar}' of 
State be and he is hereby requested to place upon 
the desk of each Senator a copy of the statutes of 
1877-8. Laid oyer Until to-morrow. 
By Mr. P a r d e e—Resolved, That the Sergeant-at- 
Arms be directed to furnish each member of the 
Senate with five daily papers, published in the State, 
or their equivalent in weeklies. Laid over until af­ 
ter organization. 
By Mr. CiiENKr—Resolved, That J. W. Johnston 
be and he is hereby appointed Mail Carrier of the 
Senate, at a per diem to be hereafter fixed, payable 
out of the appropriation for the contingent expenses 
of the Senate. Laid over until to morrow. 
By Mr. D ic k in so n— Resolved, That B. Cavanaugh 
be and he is hereby appointed Night Watchman, at 
a per diem to be hereafter fixed, payable out of tbe 
appropriation for the contingent expenses of the 
Senate. 
Laid over until to-morrow. 
By Mr. D ic k in so n — Resolved, by the Senate, the 
Assembly concurring, thár. a joint committee »f six, 
three from the Senate and thr^e from the Assembly; 
be appointed to moke the necessary arrangements, 
and t expend such sums of money as they shall 
deem necessary for tbe proper inauguration ot the 
Governor-elect. 
The L ie u t e n a n t G o v e r n o r— It will take the same 
course.

Mr. Enos—I move that it be laid on the table. 
The L ie u t e n a n t-G o v e r n o r- If there be no ob­ 
jection it will lay on the tabla 
CHAPLAIN. 
By Mr. Johnson— Revolved, That the Senate com­ 
plete its organization by the election of a Chaplain. 
Mr. J o h n so n- I move the adoption of the resolu­ 
tion, and trust that a vote will be taken upon it now, 
and that it will not go over with the balance of the 
resolutions, to wait until the trum p of seme other 
Gabriel shall sound. If we are to have a Chaplain 
1 t us decide promptly, i have no desire to speak 
upon tbe subject except simply to say that 1 am im 
favor of having a Chaplain, and that I am in favor 
of deciding the m atter new as to whether we have a 
Chaplain or not. I therefore ask for a vote on it 
now.Mr. Neumann—Mr. President, a3 I understood 
your language before, there is nothing in the law 
that authorizes us to elect any officers except such 
as ire given us in the law. I am uot aware that the 


law provides for a Chaplain for this body, if that 
be the case 1 shall oppose the motion on that 
ground. 
Air. C h a s e- Whatever respect I may have for the 
clergymen or their religion, I cannot consistently 
vote for this resolution nor for a Chaplain. If I 
understand the Constitution it prohibits our paying 
money out of th * treasury for any religious institu 
tion or religious purposes, and as we have already 
decided in this St ;te that religion is not necessary 
in the sehools—prayers are not necessary in the 
schools—I think they arc not necessary' iu the Leg­ 
islature. I do not know that prayers are any part 
of legislation, or that they have any ]>art in Cie law. 
To me it seems that it is extraneous, and that it 
is prohibited directly by the Constitution. I will 
not take up the time of the Senate by reading the 
articles which seem to me to prohibit the expend! 
ture of any money for any religious purposes. 1 do 
not believe we have any right to pay for the services 
of clergymen either in this hall or elsewhere. 
Mr. Johnson—As to the legal proposition which 
the Senator from San Francisco has given U9 by our 
presiding officer, I have this to say, that I k< ow of 
•10 law which say s that the Senate of the State of 
California shall not use the contingcr.t fund in such 
maimer it thii ks best. On the contrary, the Senate 
of the State of California can spend every quarter jf 
a dollar in the contingent fund of the benate in the 
purchase of anything it desires, whether it be sta­ 
tionery, salaries for new officers or in presents to 
this mail or that man. And if precedents are to 
govern, I would refer him to the last session, pre­ 
sided over by the same gentleman who presides over 
us so ably and so kindly, where officers were elected 
with his consent and received their pay uuon his 
signature, to wit, a night w atchm an; to wit, 
mail carrier; to wit, watchman of the gallery; 
to wit, clerk to the Sergeant-at-Arms; to wit, 
clerks of the various committees. Now I call at­ 
tention to that simply as a precedent. Now, when 
it comes down to the grand constitutional 
question, I have simply to say that I recognize 
the fact that this celebrated new Constitu­ 
tion, whirh we have all sworn to support, 
and I suppose we can, although we will find it diffi­ 
cult to do sometimes, commences thus : “ We, the 
people of the State of California, grateful to Al­ 
mighty God for our freedom, and in order to secure 
and p©r|>etuate its blessings, do establish this Con­ 
stitution.” It seems to me that the gentlemen who 
framed this organic law were not afraid to recognize 
their dependence upon Almighty God. So far as ap­ 
propriating money for religious purposes, if the 
gentleman will show me the section which applies, 
he will be able to show me a great deal more than I 
have been ablet > find. The onl} one which refers 
to it at all is section 30 of Article IV.: “ Neither 
the Legislator©, nor any county, city or county, 
township, school district, or other municipal corpora­ 
tion, shall ever make an api>ropriation from any 
public fund whatever, or grant anything to < r in aid 
of any religious sect, church, creed, or sectarian 
purjiose, or help to support or sustain any school, 
college, university, hospital, or other institution 
controlled by any religious creed, church, or 
sectarian denomination w hatever; 
nor shall 
any grant or donation of persona^ property 
or real estate ever be made by the State, or 
any city, city and county, town, or other munici­ 
pal corporation, for any religious creed, church or 
sectarian purpose whatever; provided, that nothing 
in this section shall prevent the Legislature from 
granting aid pursuant to section 22 of this article.” 
Now, it may be that some cautious metaphysician 
may construe the election of a Chaplain and the 
payio0him of a small per diem into an appropria­ 
tion to support or sustain some religious sect, 
church, creed, or sectarian purpose. For one, my 
mind is not fine enough to see the' distinction. For 
one, I am in favor of having a Chaplain, believing 
it to be legal and constitutional, and knowing it to 
be proper. This is a Christian community, and 
recognizing the fact that we are dependent, in the 
language t f the Constitution, and that we arc grate­ 
ful to Almighty God, how can we better manifest it 
than for a few minutes at least each day putting away 
secular affairs and invoking religious aid. I make 
no pretension to any particular religious belief. Per- 
haj>a I might agree with the gentleman in his views, 
but 1 am speaking of this as an old and honored cus­ 
tom. I believe it to be a proper one. I believe it 
to be a legal one. I hope the Senate will adopt the 
resolution and not depart from a custom so old, so 
honored and so good as that of having a Chaplain. 
Mr. Enos—I offer the following as an amendment 
to the resolution------ 
The Lieutenant-Governor—The Chair desires to 
state that he is perfectly aware of the fact that all 
of this m atter Í9 out of order until the Senate is or­ 
ganized. I am perfectly satisfied of all this, yet we 
m»y as well act now as at any time. 
Mr. Enos offered the following substitute for the 
resolution : 
Resolved, That the Senate hereby invites any and 
r 11 clergymen of Sacramento to a.tend the opening 
of the Senate each day without pay. 
Mr. Enos—Now, Mr. President, as wo are a 
Christian community, and as my distinguished 
friend from Sacramento has championed the cause 
of Christianity and the recognition of God in the 
Constitution and in the Senate Chamber, I trust we 
can get God’s servants to come here w ithout pay 
and give us a little spiritual warning and advice, 
and I trust the Senate will accept this as a substi­ 
tute.Mr. SRAR8—I move that this whole m atter go over 
until to-morrow, or until we are fully organized. 
The Lieutenant-Governor—Both will lay over 
until to morrow. 
Mr. J ohnson—I move that we take a recess until 
2:30 o’clock. 
The motion prevailed. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Senate reassembled at 2:30 p. m., Lieutenant- 
Governor Johusou in the chair, boll called and a 
quorum present. 
ASSEMBLY MESSAGE. 
A message was received from the Assembly an­ 
nouncing the adoption of.Assembly Joint Resolu­ 
tions Nos. 1, 2 and 3. 
The Secretary read Assembly' Concurrent Resolu­ 
tion Xo. 1, providiuj^for a j tint session on Wednes­ 
day, January 7, 1880, at 12 o’clock w , to canvass tbe 
vote for Governor and Lieutenant-Governor, and it 
was concurred in. 
Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 2, providing 
for a joint committee of six to wait on the Governor 
and Lieutenant-Governor-elect, and ascertain w hat 
tim eihev will be ready for inauguration, was read 
and concurred in. 
Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 3, providing 
for a joint committee of six to wait on Governor Ir­ 
win, and inform him that the Legislature was or­ 
ganized and prepared to receive any communication 
lie might be pleased to make to it, was read and 
concurred in. 
The Lieutenant-Governor appointed on the part 
of tho Senate, under the last resolution, Senators 
l ardee, Watson and Brown. 
Mr. J o h n sto n called up bis resolution, introduced 
tins morning, providing for a Committee on Ar­ 
rangements lor the inauguration of the Governor 
and Lieutenant-Govemor-elcct, and it was adopted. 
The Lieutenant-Governor appointed on the j»art 
of the Senate, under that resolution, Senators Dick­ 
inson, Johnston and batterwhite. 
Senators D ic k in so n and D a v is withdrew the reso­ 
lutions offered by them, and covered by the Assem­ 
bly concurrent resolutions that had been concurred 
in.Senator Pardee, from the Special Committee ap­ 
pointed to wait upon Governor Irwin, reported that 
they had performed that duty, and that in a few- 
minutes the Senate would receive tho Governor’s 
me ssage. 
• DHLS INTRODUCED. 
By Mr. J o h n so n— An Act to compel the restriction 
of false and defamatory articles in newspapers and 
publications. |This bill is an exact copy of the bill 
introduced by Mr. Johnson in the Assembly at the 
last session, and which attracted so much atten­ 
tion 1 
The L ie u t e n a n t G o v e r n o r— Under the old rule 
we were in the habit of reading bills by title a d 
referring them. Under the new Constitution we 
have got to read this bill. 
Mr. S a t t e r w h it e— I differ with the Chair on that 
proposition and will state why. 
The L ie u t e n a n t-G o v e r n o r— I hope that the gen­ 
tleman will be able to show that it is not necessary, 
but I am inclined to think that it is. 
MESSAGE FROM THE OOVEKNOR. 
E. W. M arlin, Private Secretary of Governor Ir­ 
win, appeared in the Senate Chamber and said : I 
have the honor to transmit to you a message from 
William Irwin, Governor of the State of California, 
to the Legislature of tr is State. Also, to transmit 
to you the Governor’s message announcing certain 
appointments, with the request that the Senate 
confirm and consent to the same. 
On motion of Mr. J o h n so n, the latter message 
was made the Bpecial order for Thursday at 2 
o'clock. 
The opening of the other message was read, and, 
on motion of Mr. Brown, it was referred to the ap­ 
propriate committees when appointed, and 2,000 
conies ordered printed. 
Mr. S a t t e r w h it e—I think that the first and sec­ 
ond reading of a bill may be by title, but on the 
third reading it must be read at length. Our Con­ 
stitution provides: 
“ Nor shall any bill be put 
upon its final )>aS8agc until the sinie, with the 
amendments thereto, shall have been printed for 
the use of the nn nibers; nor shall any bill become 
a law unless the same be read on three several days 
in each house; unless, in case of great urgency, 
two-thirds of the house where such bill may be 
pending shall, by a vote of yeas and nays, dispense 
with this provision. Any bUl may originate in 
either 
house, bnt 
may 
be 
amended or 
rejected by the other, and on the pas­ 
sage of all bills they shall be 
read at 
length, and the vote shall be by yeas ahd 
nays upon each bill separately, and shall be entered 
on the journal; and no bill shall become a law 
without the concurrence of a majority of the mem­ 
bers elected to each house.” I have compared that 
provision of our Constitution with other Constitu­ 
tions. There are several State Constitutions of the 
United States which have this exact language. 
There are other Constitutions that use different 
language. In some of the Constitutions I see that 
they use the wcrds, “ they shall be read at large on 
three several days. Another expression is used, 
“ shall be read at length on three several days.” 
There are several expressions of that kind in the 
different Constitutions of the States. Now, air, it 
is presumed that the members of the Constitutional 
Convention compared all these Constitutions and 
the expressions, and they adopted this one, “ Nor 
shall any b.ll become o law unless the same he read 
on three several days,” evidently Intending that 
the bill should be read at length on the third dar}' 
or upon its passage. If they had intended that tile 
tnree readings of a bill should have been at length 
they certainly would have adopted the expression 
that we find in several Constitutions of the different 
States, and would have used the expression “ read 
at length on threeseventidays,” or “ read at large,” 
or “ read in full on three several days.” I therefore 
come to the conclusion, sir, tba; we can read bills 
tho first and second time by title and upon its third 
reading before passage it n.ust be read at length. 
Mr. J ohnson—I desire to say that I have given 
this m atter some attention, and that I am of the 
same opinion as the Senator from San Bernardino. 
I dasire to say that 1 took counsel of other gcntie- 
meD, one of them wrell known to every lawyer in 
this State, who happened accidentally to be present. 
! allude to the Hoti. A. C Freeman, member of the 
Constitutional Convention, and his opinion is the 
s-une as the gCPÜemaft’i from Kau Bernardino and 
mine, that the bills can be read by titieas heretofore, 
hut thev must be read at length on the final pas- 
sugp. 
I will state that 1 have no pref- 
erem e lu this matter. 
As far os I am 
individually concerned I do cot knowr of any more 
interesting reading to listeu to than bills that I: 
shall introduce, but at the same time 1 do not desire 
to Introduce bills inertly to interest and amuse, and 
Í affi wflffny to expedite business by abandoning all 


claim to have them read a: full length, except n]»n 
their final passage. I believe it would be entirely 
legal and most eminently proper to read at 
length on the final parage. The words **at length ” 
not being used the first and s cond times, they of 
course are only app'icable to the third time. 
Mr. S e a r s— I also have given this question con- 
.tiderabU investigation, and have arrived at the 
same conclusion that Senators Satterwhite and 
Johnson have. The object I had yesterday in making 
a motion for a Committee on Rules was in order that 
we might settle this question before any bills were 
in trod no tl. But the question has now come upon 
us, and as it won’t make any difference with the 
bill, I would simply iequest the Senator from Sacra- 
•cento to withdraw the bill or bills uutil we have a set 
of rules adopted by the Senate for the government 
of this very question. If bilU are to be read 
through three limes (this may be a excellent bill, 
but we will suppose it is a bad bill), now, to take up 
the time of the Senate to read a bill through every 
ccnator may be opposed to would be a great waste 
of time. I do not think that that clause in the 
Constitution will bear that con»truetion, and I 
think our worthy Lieutenant-Governor will agree 
with us when he comes to examiue it more fully. 
It docs provide that it shall be read at length on its 
final passage, and therefore the inference would be 
that it is not necessary to read at length on the 
first and second readings. 
Mr. Enos—1 d© not agree with the gentlemen 
that have preceded me 
I think that the Consti 
tut ion requires a propel construction of it—that all 
bills 
be read three times and oil three distinct, 
different days, i Reads Section 15 of Article IV., 
above quoted.] 1 think that the Constitution re­ 
quires that every bill shall be read three times and 
on three different days. 
Mr. D ic k in so n— I also have examined this ques 
tion as to the reading of bills, aud have collected 
some authorities on the subject, though 1 have not 
£ot them here now. But 1 think we shall he obliged, 
m compliance with the Constitution, to read these 
bills at length. The provision found in Section 15, 
of Article 4 Icjuotea last two clauses of seetion], 
says that on its final passage it shall bo read at 
length. There are one or two SupremeCourta—I think 
the Suprime Court of Nebraska and the Supreme 
Court of Minnesota—have interpreted a similar 
clause in their Constitutions, aud they bold there 
that the reason why the language is UBed that on 
the final passage of bills they shall be read at length 
is to make it compulsory upon the legislative body" 
to do it, and take awav from them the power which 
is conferred upon them by the first part of the sec­ 
tion, where they may dispense vvith the first and 
second reading bp a two-third vote. Tbe object oi 
the latter clau&e is to remove the power from tbe 
legislative body. They may dispense with the first 
two readings, but they shall not dispense with reading 
at length on its final passage. The Constitution of 
Alabama contains a clause exactly like this, and in 
a case in 28 Alabama that 
clause is inter­ 
preted 
as directory. 
But our Constitution 
contains a clause that makes it mandatory and pro­ 
hibitory 
A similar provision exists, 1 think in 
eight or nine Stato Constitutions. Except for that 
clause in the Constitution which provides that it is 
mandatory and prohibitory, I should agree with the 
gentlemen who first stated their views, that it 
was merely directory and that the legislative body 
might overlook it or ignore it and dispense with it; 
but 1 arn satisfied that under that provision of the 
Constitution and in view of the decisions which have 
been rendered on this clause—almost the exact lan­ 
guage— I «am satisfied that we shall be com piled, if 
we comply with the Constitution, and I believe we 
all desire and intend to do that, to read these bills 
three times, except we by a two-third vote dispense 
with the reading the first and second times. But 
we cannot at auy time dispense with the reading of 
the bill on its final passage. 
. 
Mr. Davis - I regard this as a very important mat­ 
ter and one in which every Senator is individually 
interested. If a bill be introduced here and take 
the course suggested by the Senator who first spoke 
and it should be decided hereafter that the gentle­ 
man who last spoke is correct, such bill fails to be­ 
come a law. If 1 intro j ucc a bill here and have it 
passed, 1 want it passed so as to become a law'. I 
have notex&minedthe matter particularly, because it 
seemed to me that it would need no examination. 
As I re;id it and as I understand the English lan­ 
guage, it seems perfectly plain that bills must be 
read three limes, on three different days. If we 
can dispense with two readings it will be a great ad­ 
vantage to all of us; but when a bill is passed 1 
want to know that it is to become a law. 
After some discussion it was decided to allow the 
billa introduced to be read by title and ordered 
printed, with the understanding that they should 
ha\e their precedence of introduction, but not con­ 
sidered as having been read the first time. 
By Mr. Johnson—An Act to provide for the pur­ 
chase of a Governor’s mansion. [Provides for pur­ 
chasing Governor Stanford’s house for a Governor’s 
mansion, and appropriating $40,000 therefor. All 
to be under direction of Governor Perkins.] 
By Mr. J ohnson—An Act to prevent the accumu­ 
lation of large landed estates. [Provides that no 
person shall devise more than 320 acres of laud, and 
the balance shall be divided according to the statutes 
of descents and distributions.] 
By Mr. Enos—An Act to provide for trials upon 
information. [Provides for speedy and immediate 
trials after preliminary examinations before the 
committing magistrate», and provides for the same 
proceedings as are had upon trials upon indictments. 
Makes it the duty of the District Attorney to file in­ 
formation.] 
The following resolution was adopted : 
Resolved, That a committee of five Senators be 
a: pointed by the President, whose duty it shall be 
to draft rules for tbe government of this body. 
The Lieutenant-Governor apixtinted as such 
committee Senator Sears, Johnson, Watson, Dickin­ 
son and .Satterwhite. 
Mr. W atson offered the following, which was 
adapted : 
Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed 
to ascertain the amount due the temporary officers. 
The L ie u t e n a n t-G o v er n o r appointed* Senators 
Watson, West and Pardee.

TRUCULENT POLYGAMISTS. 
The Mormons certainly do not exhibit 
any intention to abandon polygamy, and 
the recently reported defiant speech of one 
of their bishops no doubt very faithfully 
represents the general feeling among them. 
And it must be said that they have some 
good ground fo» the belief that neither 
Congress nor the United States can extir­ 
pate polygamy. There has certainly been 
dislike enough of that institution outside 
of Utah to bring whateve* national sénti- 
ment could be organized to bear on it for 
its suppression, hut op to the present time 
it must be admitted that practically noth­ 
ing has been done to repress it. The main 
reason of this Í3 that no laws can 
ever be executed which arc against 
the prevailing belief of the community 
in which they are applied. It is not 
only in Utah that this truth has been man­ 
ifested. In the Southern States it has 
been found equally impossible to secure 
the extirpation of crimes beside which 
plural marriage is a mere peccadillo. For 
example, take the Chisholm and Dixon 
. cases. There the most foul and brutal and 
cowardly and cruel assassinations, perpe­ 
trated in ways that'have revolted all civil­ 
ized peoples, have defied punishment, and 
because public opiuion was notoriously 
with the assassins and against the law. 
Experience has shown that there is lit­ 
erally no way by which crimes which so­ 
ciety condones can be punished or re­ 
pressed. Among the Mormons plural mar­ 
riages are regarded as religiously en 
joined, aud no matter how preposterous 
may be ,:ihe foundation on which this 
belief reste, all history shows that it is 
enough to give the sanction of religion to 
any absurdity to strengthen it beyond the 
possibility of eradication. The truculent 
Mormon who declared that polygamy 
•-could not be suppressed by the whole 
power of the United States was oí eourse 
’¿mistaken if ho meant that its open prac­ 
tice could not be put down by force. But 
.«o long as the spirit of the age is what it is, 
vie think it may be predicted safely that 
force will not be employed for any such 
purpose, and meat force could only drive 
polygamy into cla.er concealment. The 
truth is that the sul^?ct is one of the most 
difficult and embarrassing with which a 
government can haveto deal, and it is no 
matter for surprise that Congress should 
have shrank from grappling it.

PLDEt?T til A NISM. 
Pedestrianism is one of the periodical 
fashions which run through the realm of 


It is unfortunate that in creating a penal 
administration under the new Constitution 
it is practically impossible to make Euch a 
beginning as will effectually guarantee 
radical reform. An experience of many 
years in the advocacy of more scientific, 
humane and enlightened methodsof dealing 
with criminals has convinced, us that there 
are. few subjects 'Concerning which the in­ 
formation of the average man is more de­ 
fective. . It is extremely difficult even to 
get people to realize that up to the present 
time there has been literally no system in 
our prison management, but that the main 
problem has been how most easily to keep 
in durance from a thousand to fourteen 
hundred convicts. Yet it is necessary for 
the Legislature and the public to compre­ 
hend that the State Prison to-day stands 
in more urgent need of sweeping reforms 
than any other institution in the State; 
that it is, in fact, a standing dis­ 
grace to the intelligence and civiliza- 
tion-of California; and that in order to 
lift it out of the -slough in which it 
lies, changes must be introduced scarcely 
less important than are required to elevate 
primitive races from barbarism to culture. 
The State Prison as it exists is only a little 
better than those infamous jails which in 
the last century stirred the practical phi­ 
lanthropy of Howard, and the exposure of 
whose abuses horrified even a generation 
unused to sentimentality of any kind. To 
elect any good whatever in such an insti­ 
tution it is absolutely necessary that the 
old methods should be completely aban­ 
doned and extirpated, and that the new 
methods should be such as the most ad­ 
vanced experience has approved. But un­ 
der the new Constitution the Governor is 
to appoint a Board of Directors who can­ 
not be expected to possess any extended 
or practical knowledge of penology, aud 
these Directors are to appoint a Warden, 
whose training must presumably be as 
defective as their own. Now allow­ 
ing 
for 
the 
sake 
of 
argument 
that 
both 
Directors 
and 
Warden 
are men of 
ability 
and 
general 
intelligence, it nevertheless follows that 
they will have to educate themselves for 
the f-ork after they have been appointed, 
and that the time required for their educa­ 
tion will be lost to the State. When a 
business firm or a corporation needs a man 
to do work demanding special training, it 
does not proceed in this way. On the 
contrary, it seeks out a man who is already 
fitted for the performance of the work, and 
as a result the work is well done from the 
beginning. 
It is no more rational for a 
State to ignore business principles than it 
would be for individuals, and if it under­ 
takes to do so it must expect had service 
and failure. The science of penology- has 
been cultivated as a specialty by quite 
enough men to supply the demaud for ex­ 
perts, and it is among those men that in­ 
quiry should be made for a competent 
Warden. 


be introduced here. 
It is, however, 
very improbable that it could be 
made successful unless it was placed 
under the management of a Warden thor­ 
oughly familiar with its working, and it 
would be useless to attempt to apply it in 
a fragmentary manner. Let it be remem­ 
bered that the consideration of economy 
is bound up with reform also, and that 
the surest way to rendei the State Prison 
self-supporting is to substitute the active 
and faithful labor of men who are working 
with a definite object, and for their own 
good, for the sluggish and reluctant labor 
of enforced industry. We regard this sub­ 
ject as of so much importance that the 
most serious consideration should be given 
to it, and we believe that if it is possible 
the settlement of the Prison administration 
upon a permanent basis should be delayed, 
to the end that a Warden competent t6 
carry out scientific reform may be secured. 
PAGE AND THE DEBRIS QUESTION. 
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It is not enough to have a police admin­ 
istration at the State Prison. It is neces­ 
sary that there should be a scientific penal 
system. Hitherto our convicts have been 
treated as if they were wild beasts instead 
of men, and the consequence is that the 
State Prison has been a University of Vice, 
the graduates from which have constantly 
swelled the ranks of our criminal classes, 
and have learned more evil during impris-, 
onment than they ever thought of before. 
The State has been made to pay heavily 
for its shameful neglect of duty in this con­ 
nection. We have had fully double the 
number of convicts wc ought to have had. 
There has been no possibility of reform in 
the State Prison. Young offenders who 
might easily have been reclaimed by­ 
proper treatment have been converted 
into hardened and hopeless criminals. 
Nothing, in short, could have been 
worse or more depraving than the course 
pursued. To imagine that we can now- in­ 
augurate reform by putting a company of 
amateur theorists in charge of the prison is 
preposterous. The means are utterly inad­ 
equate to the end. There must be at the 
head of the business an experienced and 
specially trained penologist, or we shall 
merely have a number of fantastic and ec­ 
centric experiments, marred constantly by­ 
differences of opinion, aud in the end col­ 
lapse and failure. Commissions and Boards 
appointed as such bodies usually are, sel­ 
dom effect anything important, and in a 
matter of this kind it is extremely difficult 
for euch a body to succeed. When it is 
proposed to institute an Insane Asylum 
the sense of the public is keen enough to 
perceive that it is necessary to intrust 
its management to a skilled alien­ 
ist. 
A 
few 
yea-s ago this State 
sent Dr. Wilkins as a Commissioner 
to Europe and the Eastern States, to re­ 
port upon the best methods of treating the 
insane, and on his return a somewhat rare 
judgment was exercised in.appointing that 
gentleman to take charge of the Napa In­ 
sane Asylum. This was wise procedure. 
By it the State secured the services of a 
specially qualified man, and insured the 
best treatment of its insane. Prison man­ 
agement is quite as much a specialty as 
alienism, however, and it would be not 
¡merely prudent, but eminently sound 
policy to fallow the precedent set in this 
case, with regard to the State Prison. 


It is stated that Congressman Page is 
about to ask the House to appoint a mili­ 
tary engineering commission, to examine 
into and report upon the debris question in 
this State, with a view to applying a 
remedy. Such an inquiry might be useful, 
but it is doubtful whether it might not 
protract definite • action upon the matter 
too long. Such commissions usually pro­ 
ceed about their work in a very deliberate 
and methodical way, and though their 
conclusions may be highly important when 
they are reached, they might not in this 
case be reached before fatal injury had 
been inflicted 
upon the 
State. It 
is evident by thi3 time that the 
evil effects of the deposit of debris 
in 
the 
rivers 
are growing more 
pronounced every year, and that in fact a 
crisis is rapidly approaching. Two years 
hence, if no remedial steps are taken iu 
the interval, many very important inter­ 
ests must be seriously imperiled from this 
cause. Congress can help the State in a 
very practical way by making a substan­ 
tial appropriation for dredging the Sacra­ 
mento river. A quarter of a million spent 
thus at the present time would probably 
remove all immediate danger, and afford 
time for the prosecution of the more de­ 
tailed and elaborate examination indispens­ 
able to the application of measures of per­ 
manent relief. Just now, however, there 
is some reason to apprehend confusion 
from a multitude of counselors.

flies, and children are as a rule

Men and women learn to vail their inhe • 
ited savageiam more decorously, but it 
crops out, nevertheless, and it is seen in | customed 
the character of msny popular amusements. 
Tennyson long siuce called on the world 
to “ let the ape and tiger die,” meaning 
the ferocious tendencies of human nature; 
but the ape aud tieer do not die, and tliev 
are seen, though in a mild form, ia the 
present pedestrian craze, where the secret 
of the pleasurable emotion imparted is 
too frequently the evident pain inflicted 
upon the competitors in the contest. As 
to the people who choose this mode of 
earning a living, it is to be presumed that 
they find compensation for their sufferings 
in the unusually high wages which they 
earn. The business is not elevating or 
Inspiring, but these are very few popular 
amusements which are to, and we suspect 
that the popularity of most recreations 
wonld vanish if it was thought that they 
poncealed djdactic tendencies, 


For it must be recognized that d o reform 
can be effected in that institution unless 
the education of the convict is made the 
first consideration. Everything must be 
subordinated to lhat. Men can only l»e 
reclatroed by educating them. Incarcera­ 
tion never yet changed a criminal into a 
law-abiding citizen. 
The time during 
which a criminal is is prison must there­ 
fore be employed in breaking down the 
habits of thought which led him to crime, 
and in creating in him habits of thought 
which will keep him from crime when he 
r -gains his liberty. The man must in fact 
be regenerated, not in the religious sense 
of the word, but mentally. To do this it 
is evi Jent that a mere police discipline is 
inadequate. There must be scientifically 
devised pressure brought to bear upon the 
convict. He must be taught to develop 
those parts of his character the weakness 
of which has caused his criminality. 
He 
must be encouraged 
and gradually ac­ 
to hope for better things 
fir himself. 
Self-esteem, self-respect, 
self-reliance, 
must 
be fostered in 
him. He must be made to realize that 
his cond tion depends upon his own be­ 
havior ; that he can ameliorate it by doing 
well ; that he can work out a partial re­ 
mission of his sentence by determined and 
continuous good conduct. All this be­ 
longs of necessity to a carefully elaborated 
scheme of graduated rewards and punish­ 
ments. The method of reclamation sug« 
gested has received its fullest exposition in 
what is called the Irish Prison System. 
That system has now been in operation for 
something like a quarter of a century, and 
therefore its results can no longer be re­ 
garded as problema’ icrl. It is the most 
complete and the mo¿t successful scheme 
which human ingenuity has yet devised,

The house burned 
like tinder, and although au alarm was at 
once giver., the building was almost entirely 
consumed before the Eire Department ar­ 
rived. The bodies were found in the ruins, 
burned out of all semblance to humanity, 
and were removed to the Morgue. The only 
theory offered for the origin of the fire is 
that Eddy was probably playing with 
matches, as he was in the habit of doing 
when opportunity offered, and set the bed 
clothing and other light material in the room 
on fire.

nacia Prado, President of Peru, who, accom- 
paliied by reveral Peruvian naval officer*, 
goes to Europe via New York. General 
-Prado embarked on the steamer at Callao in 
a clandestine manner, and under an assumed 
name. There was no special excitement in 
Lima. No disorders or revolutions were iu 
progress, or iu immediate contemplation, that 
could justify his hasty and secret departure. 
His explanation of the uffairisthat his mission 
was decided upon at the last moment, and on 
account of the excitable character of the~¡ 
Lima populace the Cabinet judged it better 
for him to depart in quiet. He savs the ob­ 
ject of his visit to Europe is to hasten the 
purchase of a new ironclad, or several if he 
can obtain them, which is doubtful fur sev­ 
eral reasons. Peru’s empty exchequer is not 
iu a condition to pay for a powerful vessel 
which would be a match for the Chilean iron­ 
clads, and there is also standing in the way a 
universal disinclination of European Powers 
to supply a belligerent with war vessels. It 
is more than probable that Prado has secretly 
left a country which would soon be danger­ 
ous to him, and that his flight is a practical 
admission of the hopelessness of the Peruvian 
cause. 
There have been no fresh encounters since 
the arrival of the last mail. Bendio’s army, 
closely pursued by Chilean cavalry, was 
within furty miles of Arica, and has no doubt 
arrived at that place. Peru then will have 
under arms at that place about 11,000 men, 
with which force tile new Commander-iu- 
The 
They have over 
11,000 men in the district, and operation 
against them will be excessively difficult and 
doubtful in their result. Tarapaca may, un­ 
der present circumstances, he considered as 
practically lost to Peru. The blockade is be 
ing extended, and the port of llo is guarded 
by a Chilian vessel. The Blanco, Encalada 
and I.oa are cruising north of Callao, and the 
other day chased the Peruvian transport 
Limeña, which had one thousand soldiers 
on board, destined to join the reserve 
force in Lima. 
The Chilean armed 
transport Amazonas is also cruising be­ 
tween Penama and Callao, and all three 
of those vessels may be expected to arrive at 
this port at an early date. The Amazonas, 
when last seen, was at Balleuita, on the coast 
of Ecuador, looking out for a torjiedo launch 
which put into an Ecuadorian port out of 
coal. The launch was on its way to Callao 
in charge of two Peruvian officers, and it is 
quite possible that Captain Thomson, of the 
Amazonas, will sink or capture her whenever 
found. The launch has already cost the Pe­ 
ruvian Government a large amount, and her 
chances of arrival at Callao, or of her em­ 
ployment during the remainder of the war 
are not bright. 
Mexico—The Revolution In Durango Quite 
Formidable. - 
Rio G ran iie C ity, January 6th.—Rumors of 
a revolution in the -State of Durango, Mexico, 
reach here. Particulars, however, are meager. 
Some time since General Trevino was ordered 
from Monterey to suppress an insurrection in 
that State. The news was received yesterday 
that he had been defeated by the revolution­ 
ists, and w as calling for assistance. All the 
available' troops at Monterey was sent to his 
aid. The Government is raising troops at 
Mier by conscription. A young American 
from here was forced into the ranks, despite 
his protest. He succeeded in escaping, and 
arrived here last night. The general opinion 
is that this revolution will he general, as it is 
well planned and understood throughout the 
greater part of Mexico, and will have gained 
immense proportions by the 1st of March.

WHY THE LEVEE WAS CUT. 
The following letter appeared in the Sut­ 
ter Banner of last week : 
Y u b a C it y , December 30, 1879. 
Since the cutting of the dam at the 
mouth of Wilkins' slough, on the 22d in- 
Btant, statements have been going the 
rounds of the papers to the effect that the 
men who cut it were masked, and that it 
was unnecessary, as the river was falling 
rapidly at the time. These statements are 
f.ilse. No disguise ivhatever was attempt­ 
ed, and the deed was done in open daylight. 
As this matter may not be well understood 
throughout the country, a brief statement 
of some of the facts is here given, with a 
promise to thoroughly ventilate the whole 
subject in the future. Wilkins’ slough is a 
natural eaBcment of the Sacramento river, 
one hundred feet wide and twenty feet 
deep where it leaves the river. In 1870 or 
1871, a swamp land company dammed up 
the mouth of said slough. Before that time 
the river had carried the u ater without 
levees, save in exceptional cases. Siuce 
that and similar dams on the west side were 
constructed, the river lias never carried the 
water, but every year large and costly levees 
on this side have been broken, and our 
county flooded. Our most fertile lands 
have been rendered almost unproductive, 
and our citizens along the river impover­ 
ished, and the damming up of the natural 
easements on the west aide is the exclusive 
cause. Our citizens know thjs, and being 
threatened with another inundation on the 
22d instant, they, in sheer self-defense, 
took the matter into their own hands, anil 
in the exercise of the right which belongs 
to every citizen to protect his property and 
family, wrent over and removed the dam, 
the w ater in the river at the time being five 
feet higher than the natural hank on the 
Sutter county side. The damage to Sutter 
county- by reason of these dams has been 
enormous, and people can submit to it no 
longer. Either relief, and that speedily, 
must be had, or a large portion of our pop­ 
ulation must abandon their homes. We 
now declare war to the bitter end, and no 
surrender. More anon.

LOCAL JNTELUGENGE. 


D rop L e tte rs . — Notwithstanding the 
careful and explicit rates for postage pub­ 
lished by the Poatoffice Department, and 
also by the office in this city, people still 
persist in posting drop letters with only one 
cent postage upon them. The law upon this 
subject is as follows : “ Ou local, or drop 
letters, at offices where free delivery by car­ 
riers is established, two cents for each half 
ounce or fraction thereof.” This city having 
the free delivery system, all drop letters of 
not exceeding one-ha!f ounce in weight re­ 
quires two cents postage, and any mailed 
having less than that amount are required by­ 
regulations of the Postoffiee Department to 
be forwarded to the Dead Letter Office. 
Printed circulars inclosed in unsealed envel­ 
opes require ouly one cent postage, but many 
seem to suppose that letters also mailed in 
unsealed envelopes will be allowed to pass 
through the mail for one cent. This is a 
mistake, and should be remembered, as un­ 
sealed written letters require the same r ate 
of postage as if sealed, and even printed cir­ 
culars having any writing upon them or so 
marked as to convey any other or furthei in­ 
formation than is convoyed by the orib;nal 
print (except the correction of mere typo­ 
graphical errors) subjects them to letter rates 
of postage, even if unsealed.

THE CITY RAILROAD WAR. 
«• 
Dead Lock Between the Trustees 
and Railway Company. 


ALT. CARS WITHDRAWN FROM THE ROAD. 


Terms Upon W hich the O Street Road 
was B uilt—The Citizens Propose to 
Compel the Company to Comply 
w ith the Term s of their Contract. 


The interest and excitement in reference to 
the pending contest between the Board of 
City Trustees and the people upon one side, 
and the City Railway Company on the other, 
was not in the least abated yesterday, but as­ 
sumed a more determined form of compulsion 
and resistance between the parties. 
The railway company have not run any 
cars since Monday evening upon either the 
H, or O street lines, and apparently have 
adopted this cuurse as a measure of retaliation 
for the unanimous sentiment of the people 
against ¿the high handed procedure of the 
company. While this course may tend to 
the inconvenience of some who would patron­ 
ize the cars if running, it certainly will win 
no friends nor fyinpatby for the company, nor 
for the position it has assumed. 
Yesterday morning the railway company, 
accompanied by Creed Raymond as its coun­ 
sel, called upon the Board of Trustees with a 
view to effecting a compromise, but the Board 
of Trustees refused to grant any concessions. 
Upon a statemeut of the matter by the 
Board, Mr. l’ritchard’s counsel advised him 
to pay tie r.quired assessment for the 
Second street improvement, and parties 
present offered to loan him the amount neces­ 
sary to do so. He declined, however, to 
yield from his position, but it was under­ 
stood last evening that the money would be 
paid this morning. The smonnt due is about 
$1,000, upon the payment of which, together 
with making some slight repairs aloug the 
track on Second street, all difference between 
the company and Board, as to that portion 
of the line, will be settled, and the running 
of cars as usual probably resumed. 
If such settlement should be effected iu re­ 
gard to the Second street portion of the con­ 
troversy, the Board would undoubtedly with­ 
draw its requirement upuu the company to 
make repairs along its former track on Front 
street. This, however, has no connection 
with the matter of the attempted abandon­ 
ment and removal of the O street line be­ 
tween Tenth, Third and K streets. 
The feeling of the citizens in regard 
to this “ outrage,” as it is commonly 
styled, only increases by the discussion in re­ 
gard to it, and the controversy has become 
toriuulated into action on the part of the 
leading business men and property owners of 
the city, looking to such process as shall com­ 
pel the railway company to specific perform­ 
ance of the contract under which the com­ 
pany obtained from the property-owners 
along the route the money to build the O 
street line. 
It is stated by the leading subscribers to 
this fund that in 1875, when the project of 
building a line out U street had been much 
talked of by the owners of the H street rail­ 
way aDd nearly abandoned, the convenience 
that such a road would be to the residents 
along its proposed route induced the property 
owners along O and Third streets and thereto 
adjacent to subscribe the necessary amount 
to secure the building of the road. 
As an instance, Mrs. E / B. Crocker 
subscribed and paid §2,000 to secure the con­ 
venience of having the street cars run imme­ 
diately past her door to the central and 
business portion of the town. Mauy others, 
with the same purpose in vie»’, subscribed in 
various sums of §1,000 and under, and paid 
their full subscription, with which money the 
0 street line a as built.

Mr. Pritchard a few years since puichased a 
controlling interest in the city railways, and 
subsequently bought a mortgage against it for 
somewhat upwards of $45,000. He afterward*, 
as it is stated, placed this mortgage in the 
hands of the Capital Saviug Bank of this 
city, to secure overdrafts to the amount of 
some seven or eight thousand dollars. This 
mortgage has been recently foreclosed by the 
Capital Savings Bank, 
for the 
al­ 
leged purpose of obtaining the amount due 
the bauk (not to exceed $10,000, in 
eluding costs of foreclosure and sale), and the 
railroad with all appurtenances and property 
belonging to the company sold by the Sheriff 
and purchased by J. L. Orcutt, for the 
amount due upon the face of the mortgage— 
amouuting to some forty-five or forty-eight 
thousand dollars. It is now stated that Mr. 
Orcutt has since transferred his title thus 
obtained to the road to R. S. Carey, 
«>f the Capital Savings Bank. The fact of 
this last transfer has led the stockholders 
who were frozen out by the foreclosure of the 
mortgage to suspicion that the whole transac­ 
tion of foreclosure and sale was really a legal 
cover in favor of Mr. Prichard, and they are 
already taking steps to set aside the entire 
proceei lings.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


D r o p 
L e t t e r s . — Notwithstanding 
the 
careful and explicit rates for postage pub­ 
lished by the Postoffice Department, and 
also by the office in this city, people still 
persist in posting drop letters with only one 
cent postage upon them. The law apon this 
subject is as follows: “ On local, or drop 
letters, at offices where free delivery by car­ 
riers is established, two cents for each half 
ounce or fraction thereof.” This city having 
the free delivery system, all drop letters of 
not exceeding one-half ounce in weight re­ 
quires two cents postage, and any mailed 
having less than that amount are required by 
regulations of the Postoffice Department to 
be forwarded to the Dead Letter Office. 
Printed circulars inclosed in unsealed envel­ 
opes require only one cent postage, but many 
seem to Buppose that letters also mailed in 
unsealed envelopes will be allowed to pass 
through the mail for one cent. This is a 
mistake, and should be remembered, as un­ 
sealed written letters require the same i ate 
of postage as if sealed, and even printed cir­ 
culars having any writing upon them or so 
marked as to convey any other or furthei in­ 
formation than is convoyed by the original 
print (except the correction of mere typo­ 
graphical errors) subjects them to letter rates 
of postage, even if unsealed.

THE CUT RAILROAD VAR. 


Dead Lock Between the Trustees 
and Railway Company. 


AT T. CARS WITHDRAWN FROM THE ROAD. 


Term s Upon W hich the O Street Road 
was B uilt—The Citizens Propose to 
Compel the Com pany to Com ply 
w ith the Term s of their Contract. 


The interest and excitement in reference to 
the pending contest between the Board of 
City Trustees and the people upon one side, 
and the City Railway Company on the other, 
was not in the least abated yesterday, but as­ 
sumed a more determined form of compulsion 
and resistance between the parties. 
The railway company have not run any 
cars since Monday evening upon either the 
H, or O street lines, and apparently have 
adopted this course as a measure of retaliation 
for the unanimous sentiment of the people 
against ¿the high handed procedure of the 
company. 
While this course may tend to 
the inconvenience of some who would patron­ 
ize the cars if running, it certainly will win 
no friends nor sympathy for the company, nor 
for the position it lias assumed. 
Yesterday morning the railway company, 
accompanied by Creed Raymond as its coun­ 
sel, cailed upon the Board of Trustees with a 
view to effecting a compromise, but the Board 
of Trustees refused to grant any concession*. 
Upon a statement of the matter by the 
Board, Mr. Pritchard’s counsel advised him 
to pay tie r.quired assessment for the 
Second street 
improvement, and parties 
present offered to loan him the amount neces­ 
sary to do so. 
He declined, however, to 
yield from his position, but it was under­ 
stood last evening that the money would be 
paid this morning. The amount due is about 
$1,000, upon the payment of which, together 
with making some slight repairs along the 
track on Second street, all difference between 
the company and Board, as to that portion 
of the line, will be settled, and the running 
of cars as usual probably resumed. 
If such settlement should be effected in re­ 
gard to the Second street portion of the con­ 
troversy, the Board would undoubtedly with­ 
draw its requirement upon the company to 
make repairs along its former track on Front 
street. This, however, has no connection 
with the matter of the attempted abandon­ 
ment and removal of the O street line be­ 
tween Tenth, Third and K streets. 
The feeling of the citizens in regard 
to

“ outrage,” as it is commonly 
styled, only increases by the discussion in re­ 
gard to it, and the controversy has become 
tormulated into action on the part of the 
leading business men and property owners of 
the city, looking to such process as shall com­ 
pel the railway company to specific perform­ 
ance of the contract under which the com­ 
pany obtained from the property-owners 
along the route the money to build the O 
street line. 
It is stated by the leading subscribers to 
this fund that in 1875, when the project of 
building a line out O street had been much 
talked of by the owners of the H street rail­ 
way and nearly abandoned, the convenience 
that Buch a road would be to the residents 
along its proposed route induced the property 
owners along O and Third streets and thereto 
adjacent to subscribe tiie necessary amount 
to

Mrs. 
E / B. 
Crocker 
subscribed and paid $2,000 to secure the con­ 
venience of having the street cars run imme­ 
diately past her door to the central and 
business portion of the town. Many others, 
with the same purpose in view, subscribed in 
various sums of $1,000 and under, and paid 
their full subscription, with which money the

of a local street railway, a most carefully 
drawn contract was prepared and made a 
condition of the subscription, binding the 
company to construct, maintain and operate 
the entire length of the| line, from K street 
to 0 on Third, and thence on O to Twen­ 
tieth, and even specified that 24 trips should 
be made ))er day over the entire length of the 
line, or failing to do so to pay back the sub­ 
scription. 
Upon application to T. J . Clunie, 
who was subsequently attorney for the rail­ 
road company, the original contract was 
found in his possession, and which is as fol­ 
lows: 
This agreem ent, made and entered into this I5th 
day of April, in the year 1875, b.v and between the 
Sacramento City Railway Company, a corporation 
formed and doing business in the city of Saciamentn, 
in the Mate of California, party of the firs', part, and 
the undersigned persons, whose names are hereto 
subscribed, parties of the second part, w-Unesseth :

The said corpora’.ion agrees that, as soon as the 
am ount - .f $18,000 is subscribed to this agreem ent by 
responsible persons, it will proceed to construct a 
street railway over and along the street us hereinbe­ 
fore designated, with necessary tum -uuts, and will 
sto«k the same in good running o rd er; and that 
w hen any of the subscribers shall have paid their 
subscriptions hereto, said corporation will deliver to 
him in paid up stock of said corporation, an amount 
equivalent to such subscription. 
And said corporal ion agrees that it will operate 
and m aintain said railway when constructed, and 
will place good and comfortable ears thereon, and 
will make not less than tw enty four trips per day 
over the entire length of said road. 
And, if said corporation shall fail to keep up and 
ojierate said road, or to make said twenty-four trips 
;>er day over the whole length thereof, unlc s pre­ 
vented by accideut, or in making repairs to the read 
bed, or other cause beyond its control, it will, on 
demand, pay to each subscriber the am ount paid by 
him, on his offering to surrender the stock delivered 
to him by saiu corporation in pursuance of this 
agreement.

The 3 peakrr—The Chair rules th at until the rules 
are amended th at we have adopted, th at the reading 
of a bill by title is the first reading of the bi 1. This 
House has adopted the rules of the last session, and 
the Chair is governed entirely by the rules.

rule provides that every bill shall receive three 
readings previous to its passage. The first and sec­ 
ond acading* may be on the same day, if no objec­ 
tion be made. 
The third reading shall be on a sub­ 
sequent day. 
I At this point a message was received from the 
¿Senate informing the Assembly th at the Senate had 
fully organized, and giving a list of the officers 
elected.] 
T he S peak er—T he C o nstitution provides th a t no 
law shall be paasod oxoept by bill. 
Nor shall any 
bill be put upon its final passage until the same, 
w ith the am endments 
thereto, shall have been 
S 
rinted for the use of the members ; nor shall any 
ill become a law unless the same be read on three 
several d vs iu each H ouse; unless in case of 
urgency, two-thirds of the House shall by a vote by 
ayes and noes dispense with this provision. 
It con­ 
cludes by Raying: 
“ On the final passage of all bills 
they shall be read at length.” Now this Assembly 
has adopted Cushing’s .aw and practice of Legis­ 
lative Assemblies as its guide. 
Cushing says the 
practice of reading bills prevailed 200 years ago. 
The necessity for reading is superseded by printing, 
and

rule

satisfied 
by 
reading 
the title and and a few of the 
first words* 
Our Constitution provides th at a bill m ust be 
read on three several days, except iu cases of u r­ 
gency. 
Now, the Chair holds th at the word “ read­ 
ing,” when used in the Constitution, is used in its 
parliam entary sense, whore it appears in the Con­ 
stitution, for the first and second times. 
The very 
Constitution provides th at on the final passage the 
bill shall be read a t length. 
Now, if the framers of 
the Constitution had m eant th at all three readings 
were to be at length, they would have said so. 
The 
Chair has no pride of opinion in this m atter. 
It 
w as necessary for the Chair to rule on this question 
a t an early dav in the session. 
The Chair has no 
preference whatever. 
In construing the Constitu­ 
tion we must take iuto normideration the intention 
of the framers of th at instrum ent.

intention of the Convention to compel us to go to 
th e trouble of mumbling through a bill three times. 
Take a bill of this kind, such us 1 have on the desk. 
Last session tbere wai« a bill introduced which con­ 
sisted of ninety pages. That bill consisted largely of 
a description of laud by metes and bounds. 
Fifty 
pages of that bill were taken up by courses and dis­ 
tances. 
Now', are we to say th at the Cons itutional 
Convention intended that wc should waste the time 
of the State by reading these long bills three times'.' 
The question is now on sustaining the ruling of the 
Chair. 
Mr. H ardy 
Mr. Speaker, I a:n pleased to see 
th a t the Sjicakcr will construe the Constitution so 
as to expedite business, but 1 differ with the Chair. 
The object of the Constitution is to have u bill read 
upon three several days, and th at provision can 
only be dispensed with by a two-thirds vote. The 
object of these provisions is to prevent hasty legis 
lation. 
If a bill is lengthy, the reading can be dis 
penned with by a two-thirds vote. 
1 claim th at the 
C onstitution is mandatory and prohibitory 
I want 
to construe this instrum ent in its spirit, and in the 
interest of careful legislation. 
Mr. T ylkr moved th at the question be referred to 
the Judiciary Committee for au opinion. 
Adopted. 
The Chair announced th at he had appointed as 
Porters of the Assembly : 
John D. Boop, William 
Hines, H. A. Hall aud H. O. Johnson. 
As Pages : 
John McLaughlin, Carrie Goods, Charles L. Marple 
and El wood Johnson. 
Mr. Yolng offered the following : 
Resolved, That we now proceed to the election of 
a Chaplain for the Assembly. 
Mr. Cooraa—I move its indefinite postponement. 
The ayes and noes were demanded by Messrs. 
Merry, Braunhart and Gaffney. 
Mr. Br u m e—Mr. Speaker, 1 am opposed to the 
motion to postpone. This is a question, 1 under­ 
stand, which comes before the Legislature at nearly 
every session. It is a time-honored custom to elect u 
Chaplain, and I propose to stick to it. The Republi­ 
can party has organized this House, and i propose 
th at the 
Republican 
party 
shall put 
itself 
squarely on record on this question. 
Now, sir, there 
will be those who will say th at in the interest of re­ 
ligion they are opposed to it. 
Now, 3ir, I m ight 
m eet them by saving that some of the greatest 
crimes iu Christendom have been committed in the 
name of religion. 
B ut I call upon all men to w it­ 
ness th at never in the true interest of religion Was 
ever such action taken as is proposed now. They 
m y th a t the Chaplaincy has been abused—that men 
have come here and have prostituted th at high of­ 
fice. 
That may be so. 
B ut th at was not in the in­ 
i ' rest of religion. 
I say th is: if we elect a man in 
whom we can have confidence, and can support the 
dignity of the office, and will do right, we will m erit 
, the approbation of all good citizens. 
It may lie 
said th at men will go from here back to the people 
and say to them , “ Wc Lave voted for retrenchm ent, 
in refusing to have a Chaplain.” Now, I say that 
the Christian people of this country comprise a large 
portion of th e com m unity; th at they pay taxes in 
t ¡lis State on sonic of the finest and m ost unpro 
ductlve property ; they pay tuxes to the State; they 
are among the b.-st people of the State ; they de­ 
mand th at we shall have a Chaplain—th at the name 
or God shall be reverenced iu the legislative halls as 
well as in the churches. 
Mr. May b e l l — Mr. Speaker, I rise to favor the me - 
tion to i«»s pone. 
1 Lave one or two little reasons. 
In the first place, I uo not wish to be understood as 
placing myself m antagonism to the Christian 
Church or the Christia faith. 
Upon the contrary, 
I favor the good Christian faith. 
W hat has the last 
Chaplain done for the list Legislature? W hat has a 
Chaplain ever done for the Legislature of Califor­ 
nia Y I do not see as they have made any improve­ 
ment in them. 
Why, sir, it has gone abroad to the 
people of this Stute th at the last Legislature a m a­ 
jority of i t —have sunk into their political graves, 
an i over their political graves this epitaph is writ- 
t. n, “ May we never look upon their likes again.” 
(Laughter. 1 I am opposed to having a Chaplain. 
I 
do not believe in fetching God into the Legislature, 
because 1 always notice tn at the devil gets the best 
of the election for Speaker of the Assembly. 
The Speaker—The gentlemen will confine himself 
to the question or take his seat. 
Mr. Maybbll—It is said by the poet that : 
“ W herever God erects a house of prayer, 
The devil is always sure to build a temple there.” 
And it will he found upon exam ination th at the 
devil lias the largest congregation. 
My next reason 
ia that it will work partiality. 
There are two great 
wings of the Christian faith to-day, and I, raised 
and nursed by an American Christian m other, am 
opposed to cramming down the throat of any man 
apostolic dogmas antagonistic to his own faith. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
The Speaker 
If I hear any more applause I will 
order the lobby cleared. 
A Member—The applause did not come from the 
lobby. 
The S peaker—If any mcmbor applauds, and some 
one will point him out, 1 will have him removed. 
No m em ber has the right to applaud. 
Mr. Maybeul—There are two great wings of the 
Christian faith. 
If wo are going to turn this temple 
into a house of prayer, if this body is going to wing 
itself to glory, 1 say it is best to have both wings, 
for it will require both wings to fetch us saft-Iy up 
to glory.
